New Agency In 
United Fund 


United Fund President Winthrop 
Newcomb of Andover reports that 
the Greater Lawrence Association 
for Retarded Children has become 
the newest member agency of the 
United Fund 

The purpose of this Association, 
under the leadership of volunteer 
Greater Lawrence citizens, is to 
promote the welfare of the mental- 
ly retarded children, physically, 
socially and spiritually. The 
Clinic, which has been in operation 
for one year, provides aenursery 
school for children under seven, 
vocational rehabilitation classes 
for those over17, recreational 
programs and certain physical 
therapy programs such as speech 
therapy, and others in conjunction 
with other United Fund agencies. 

There are 300 children between 
the ages of seven and 17 now 
attending special classes through- 
out the four school systems in 
Greater Lawrence. It is estimated 
by Retarted Children Association 
authorities that over 3 per cent 
of the population of the area suffer 
some degree of retardation. 

It is reported that of every 30 
individuals affected by retardation, 

25 can definitely be helped to lead 
normal lives, four of the 30 are 
trainable with some guidance and 
the remaining one of the 30 is to 
be institutionalized.

We're perpetually being surprised by the decisions 


coming out of Boston and Washington, and the interpreta- 
tions put on laws by various agencies of the state and 
federal government. 

But we’ve never been more amazed than to learn of the 
interpretation given to the liquor laws by the Alcoholic 
Beverage Commission. 

The law clearly, and in a surprisingly straight-forward 
way, states that no new license, except that of an inn- 
holder, may be issued within 500 feet of a church, school 
or hospital. Excepted from provisions of the section are 
those licenses existing prior to the effective date of the 
law, Jan. 1, 1956. 

Anyone reading the section would easily see the simil- 
arity between this act and the norn al definition of a non- 
conforming use — nothing more, nothing less. 

But the ABC has ruled that the law means something 
else: 

If, at any time before 1956, a license existed at a site, 
even if it has been long-removed, then the site is legal. 

However, the exact building must be situated on the lot, 
as existed prior to 1956. 

In Ballardvale, for ex: ample, a license once was located 
at 195 Andover st. in the old store that has given way to 
a modern building. The site is disqualified, not because 


it is within 500 feet of a church, but because the building 


} 


has been reconstructed. 

Other sites — for exan ple the store on Post ffice ave. 
where a license once existed — are eligible even if they 
are too close to churches. 


Carrving the ruling to a point of absurdity, it would be 


; 


lecal to grant a license within a few feet of a church, if 


the license existed there anytime before Jan. 1, 1956, 
even 20 years ago. And the building must be the same 
structure, no matter how old — not a new store on the site.

New Plans Drawn 
For Sewer Project 


Plans for the sewer along Love- 
joy rd. to service the new school 
have been changed somewhat, ac- 
cording to reports to the Selectmen. 

After test borings discovered 
ledge in the road, it has been 
decided to install a gravity-feed 
sewer line for all but 520 feet of 
the distance from Dascomb rd. to 
the school. 

The remaining 520 feet will bea 
forced main, with pumps at the 
school forcing the materials 
through the main to the top of 
the rise, where gravity will take 
over 

It has been explained that the 
depth of the cut required for an 
all-gravity feed, and the cost of 
excavating through the ledge, added 
up to an expensive project. 

The sewer line from the school 
into the street will be designed so 
that it can be used as a gravity- 
feed line at a later date, when a 
sewer line is installed from Lowell 
st. down towards the new building. 
Under normal conditions, when this 
portion of the sewer planis imple- 
mented, sewage would flow by 
gravity from the high point on 
Lovejoy rd. towards Lowell st., 
and from that high point, in the 
oppisite direction, along Dascomb 
rd.
